He has sepwrated there two pentors phosphates 
chromatographlaally and l a  now'trying t o  purify the enayme in order t o  
local ize  the i n i t i a l  reaction. 

Ssegrnlllar and Herecker haw been able to  work out a rynthesii  of glucoae-6- 
phosphate by the use of polyphoephate t o  a paint where wlth only a few days' 
work one can obtain approximately 40 ~raa ie  of 8 4  purity o r  more. 

Xeppal has been able t o  purify yeast lnorganlc: pJFophosphataae about ten- 
fold beyond %he Brniley and Webb preparation.
